McGill's Student Society will 
support tuition fee increases in 
Québec providing there is a cor- 
responding reform of the loans 
and bursaries system. 

A policy resolution, accepted 
at last Tuesday's Council 
meeting, states that tuition fee 
increases will be acceptable only 
with the following provisions; a 
reform of the loans and bur- 
saries system, implement a 
"contract renewal system" for 
professors, and the increase of 
student representation in the 
financial decision making pro- 
cess in the university. 

The policy is "a stand I can 
take when we meet the govern- 
iment," said VP External Luc 
Joli-Coeur, "It's also so 
students know what our stand 
is." 

"My personal belief is that 
the major problem is in the 
loans and bursaries system," 
Joli-Coeur continued. "If we 
can get a change in that we will 
have achieved a lot." 

"My feeling is that when the 
provincial government looks at 
this they are only going to see an 
acceptance of tuition fees," said 
Student Representative to the 
Board of Governors Amy 
Kaler. "They are not going to 
pay any attention to the 
qualifications the External Af- 
fairs Committee has put on the 
fee increase." 

"I'm concerned because the 
policy passed by council should 
make it clear that bursaries 
rather than loans are necessary 
to alleviate the crisis in Post 
Secondary Education," Kaler 
continued. 

As well, Kaler said, "Council 
should be saying to the govern- 
ment that you should not 
discriminate socially. At pre- 
sent, the government gives out 
bursaries according to whether 
you are married, single, number 
of years yon have worked and 
so on. It should only take into 
account financial situation." 

"Morally the right position 
should be for no fee increase," 
said Club Representative to

OTTAWA (CUP) — Students

"Mr. Speaker, I have no 
knowledge of such a meeting," 
Champagne said. 




No officials in the youth or 
employment ministries con- 
tacted later, knew of the 
meeting, but none denied it had 
taken place. 



Gordon Douglas, an aide to 
Copps, said the youth who at- 
tended the meeting refuses to be 
named because s /he remains in 
the party. "We checked the per-

According to Margot Kyle, 
Summer Session Administrative 
Assistant, "Faculties offer: 
courses that will have a more' 
popular presentation * to 
students. -They try to offer a 
general selection that will ap- 
peal to more students. 

"Courses offered each sum- 
mer are based on registration 
from previous years." If a 
course was popular in the past, 
it is usually offered in subse- 
quent summer sessions. 

According to Kyle, the deci- 
sions for the summer course 
selection are made by professors 
interested in teaching and by the 
departments concerned. 

One restraint on the summer 
course selection is the fact that 
"Students don't want to take 
courses, and profs don't want 
to teach," says Kyle. 

For those who do decide to 
spend the few nice months of 
the Canadian year indoors,

time Liberal magnate Paul 
Desmarais at Canada Steamship 
Lines in Montréal.

Suite aux démarches menées 
par Luc Joli-Coeur, l'Ecole 
d'urbanisme de McGill a publié 
en février dernier un rapport de 
suggestions pour améliorer la 
circulation sur et autour du 
campus.

Dangerously Naïve 

There are a number of seemingly well-intentioned people who would have students 
gain power by having a say in firing their professors. Well intentioned, but 
dangerously naïve. 

At its last meeting McOill Students' Society adopted a motion that any increase in tuition 
fees should be preceded by replacing tenure with a ten-year contract renewal of professors. 
Rehiring would be based on student evaluations and the quality of research. 

The motion comes directly from a RAEU (Regroupement des associations étudiantes 
universitaires) proposal. 

The correlation, financial and otherwise between tuition fees and professors' tenure is 
tenuous at best. Moreover, this sort of proposal is exactly what the government wants, and 
RAEU is suited for (it'll look great on their CV's when they apply for government jobs later 
on). 

The proposal to revoke tenure is based on the idea that universities are 'market-places' 
where students go to 'buy' skills from their professors as an investment in their future. Pro- 
fessors are there to sell students these skills. With such reasoning, it follows that students are 
share-holders in the university market and thus have a right or duty to fire those whom they 
deem to be incompetent. 

But this is not the case. Universities are supposed to serve students, faculty and especially, 
society as a whole. It is society as a whole which pays for over two-thirds of the costs of 
students education. It is the obligation of society to provide for knowledge to be passed 
from one group of individuals to another. Students don't pay for an education, nor should 
they. 

University education is not a business. It is a societal obligation. 

Few would dispute the fact that there are professors who have less aptitude for teaching 
than others, or even that incompetent professors exist. But revoking everyone's tenure in 
order to remove the one or two per cent that many dislike is a dangerous and unfair move. 

For one, the revoking of tenure would be a dangerous tool in the hands or any university 
administration. It would give administrations a tool whereby professors whom they 'dislike' 
for personal or political reasons could be removed. 

Student evaluations could never be more than a factor in the overall evaluation of pro- 
fessorial staff. And most students will admit they are not qualified to judge the quality of 
professors' research. But a university administration won't. 

Logically, only a group of their peers are qualified to evaluate work done in the various 
specialized fields of a modern university. Yet lime and time again, McGill's administration 
has shown its willingness to intervene in the dur orocess of promotions and tenure. Mande!, 
Dixon, Vallaincourt, Wallcrstein, Ehrensaft and Deutsch are examples from the past which 
testify to the insincerity of those who tout McGill as a' university committed to a free range 
of academic thought and criticism. 

Revoking tenure heralds à university of decapited chicken-professors, too frightened for 
their jobs to speak out against the corruption and abuses of the Administration. 

Moreover, such an undertaking would result in a popularity vote, with professors doting 
over students just so that they can get good evaluations. Before the RAEU / MSS proposal is 
put to the government, we might at least demand the right to participate in promotion and 
tenure committees. 

But crucially, this proposal threatèns to sever the only chance students have of countering 
the on-going cutbacks to education and hikes to tuition fees which the government is seek- 
ing. Traditionally, faculty and students have held an unwritten alliance in negotiations 
with the government. When we back eachother up, we constitute a credible lobbying force 
which the government cannot ignore. But when students stab faculty in the back by revok- 
ing tenure, they renounce that alliance, and slit their own throats. 

But finally, the proposal is negligently misleading. RAEU claims that firing 'dead wood' 
will save universities so much money that tuition fees won't have to be raised. But even if we 
were to accept RAEU's absurd figure of 10 per cent of incompetent professors, the pro- 
gramme could not possibly recoup the $17 million McGill deficit. 

The difference between a starting salary and that of a full professor ($20,000), even if we 
assumed only young professors were hired as replacements, would mean that 8,500 faculty 
members would have to be replaced — next year. For if they were not replaced immmediate- 
ly (the review process would likely take two years to begin and several years to complete), no 
' appreciable savings would occur. Further, McGill doesn't have that many professors to fire. 
It has less than a tenth of this figure. 

The plan is so ill-conceived, it is amazing any group which lays claim to represent students 
would even consider it, much less accept it as a matter of policy. It is based on a complete ig- 
norance of the most basic function of universities, an apallihg naîvté of the student move- 
ment, and a shocking inability to recognize the ramifications such a policy would have. 

Those responsible for this proposal should leave the province incognito for their stupidi- 
ty. At a minimum, they should reverse their decision, uphold tenure, and write-off RAEU 
as an organization which holds any hope of helping Quebec's students.

On Saturday April 5, in the Union Ballroom, the McGill South Africa Commit- 
tee and the Black Students' Network are presenting a benefit dance for the 
Solomon Mahlangu Freedom College. There will be reggae by Jah Cutta, calypso 
by Ebony Affair, jazz by Fourth Stream and dancing and percussion by Glen 
Clark, Selwyn Joseph, and Habza. For more information and tickets, call

The College is named for a young South African student, killed by the white 
South African police for his involvement with the ANC. Mahlangu had been a stu- 
dent activist and a protestor against the racist system of education available to non- 
Whites; a system which prepares its pupils only for manual labour and subser- 
vience. A.F. Verwoerd, the South African architect of this system, stated its goals: 

Natives will be taught from early childhood that equality with the European is 
not for them.. .there is no place for him (sic) above certain forms of labour." 

The College was created to provide the education which the ANC believes is the 
birthright of every South African. Most of the current students in the nursery, 
primary and secondary schools are refugee or the children of exiles. Nine hundred 
students are now enrolled, ranging in age from toddlers to grandparents. Their cur- 
riculum includes classes in languages, history, science and liberal arts (which are 
not permitted to be taught to Blacks in South Africa) as well as practical training in 
such fields as photography, welding and agriculture. Students live in a cluster of 
dormitories. The college is not part of any military body. 

The graduates of the College go on to teach and to work with the ANC to build 
the networks and institutions necessary for a just and peaceful government in 
South Africa after the end of the present régime. Come drink and dance at the 
SAC/ BSN benefit concert: by,doing so, you can help to build the new South 
Africa.

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Collection Agencies harass students

OTTAWA (CUP) - Business is 
booming for the credit agencies 
the federal government employs 
to collect outstanding student 
loans. 

The number of students who 
have failed to make payments 
has doubled since 1982, when 
12,000 defaulted on their loans. 
According to Ted Kubacki, 
manager of the Canada Student 
Loan Programme, as many as 
25,000 students could default 
this year alone. 

To retrieve missing payments* 
the government uses three col- 
lection agencies — Associated 
Credit Bureaus of Canada, FCS 
International Limited, and 
Canadian Bonded Credits — to 
track down defaulting students 
and ask them to come up with 
the money. - 

With fewer grants, higher 
loans, increased costs, and slim- 
mer job prospects upon gradua- 
tion, the situation for students 
threatens to become worse. " 

But for Kevin Belgrave, 
manager of Associated Credit 
Bureaus' head office in Toron- 
to, business is brisk. "We're 
probably dealing with about 
13,000 cases right now. We have 
at least one person, and maybe 
two or three in larger centres, 
handling Canada Student Loans 
in each of our 114 offices. 
Things are working out very 
well for us indeed," he said. 

Because the federal govern- 
ment guarantees its loans, 
' banks are less interested in help- 
ing debtors' pay off an outstan- 
ding balance. Instead, says 
Hugh O'Reilly, assistant to 
NDP MP Dan Heap, "the 
banks seem a' little trigger hap- 
py, in turning the loans over to 
a collection agency." 

As soon as a bank turns a stu- 
' dent's account over to a collec- 
tion agency, the bank collects its 
money from the government. 

The federal government sets 
guidelines that collection agen- 
cies must respect when dealing 
with debtors. "First of all, they 
have to gain the co-operation of 
the debtor," Kubachi said. 
Students cannot be verbally 
harassed, called at work, called 
at parents' homes, or encourag- 
ed to take out more loans. 

But Baro Donaldson, chair of 
the Canadian Federation of 
Students, said collection agen- 
cies are repeatedly profiting at 
the expense of students. 

"At the best of times, they 
operate on this side of the law," 
said Donaldson, who worked 
for a credit company one sum- 
mer. 

"Yet they somehow manage 
to get away with those things 
because students don't know 
their right under the law," she 
said. 

Donaldson said a common 
violation many credit com- 
panies make is listing a client's 
student loan history in her or his 
credit file. "They're not sup- 



posed to do that, and they know 
it," she said. 

In the House of Commons 
March 11, Liberal MP Lloyd 
Axworthy (Winnipeg-Fort 
Gary) asked if the government 
endorses "a general pattern of 
harassment of those who are 
benefiting from student loans." 

Youth Minister Andrée 
Champagne said, "I am not 
aware of this being a policy in 
any way," and promised to br- 
ing the matter to Secretary of 
State Benoit Bouchard's atten- 
tion. 

Axworthy heard several cases 
of debtor harassment, including 
a complaint laid by "a young 
woman with a small child (who) 
had repeatedly tried to negotiate 
a long-term loan payment 



schedule with the bank and col- 
lection agency" but was still be- 
ing harassed. 

"This is not an isolated 
case," Axworthy told the 
House. 

Donaldson said most banks 
are intolerant of student clients. 
"There are a few banks I can 
name that are very patient, but I 
think the majority would rather 
not give you the time of day, let 
alone the same amount of 
counselling you'd receive if you 
were someone else," she said. 

A former York University 
student who asked not to be 
identified said one collector 
tracked her down to an office 
where she was working, 
although she said she had "ab- 



solutely no idea how they found 
that one out." 

Belgrave said his collectors 
"find telephone work elicits the 
best response. It's long and 
tedious work, and the largest 
hurdle is to locate the debtor. 
That's our big problem." 

Belgrave insisted his collec-j 
tors remain within legal' 
jurisdiction. "They have 
guidelines over what we can and 
can not do," he said. 

Kubacki said it's "unfor- ; 
tunate" when a collector 
harasses a debtor, but "it's not 
a common problem. It happens 
from time to time (and when it 



does) we conduct ourselves in 
the proper manner." 

According to Belgrave, col- 
lection agencies are working to 



everyone's, benefit. "Things 
have improved, certainly 
because the government has put ' 
this in the hands of private in- 
dustry, which in the long run 
benefits everybody." 

He said even 'debtors are 
helped. "The graduating stu- 
dent today has a much bigger 
loan than five years ago, and 
has a much greater debt to pay. 
The cost of everything has 
risen.. .but things are happening 
very well right now,", he said. 

Donaldson said student 
leaders don't like to talk about 
defaulters "because it makes 
students look bad. But it can be 
connected to other things — 
unemployment, low income 
jobs, and enormous debt loads.

"A lot of courses are schedul- 
ed at the same time: 10:30 to 
12:30, which doesn't allow most 
students to take more than one 
course," says Kyle.

porter Yitzhak Shamir. 

The Daily World News 
found out conclusively 
through actress Vanessa 
Redgrave that Former Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir had extensive "finan- 
cial and friendly dealings" 
with the PLO. 

"It was such a relief to come out of 
the closet,"said Shamir, "no more 
sneaking around, living a lie, having 
to overcompensate for my secret pas- 
sion." The former prime minister 
was being interviewed at his no- 
longer-secret hideaway in Tunis last 
week by ABC's Ted Koppel. 

Arafat's extensive land purchases 
in Tel Aviv, which were secretly 
mediated by Shamir, make him the 
largest land-owner in the Israeli state. 

As he was attending a Ringo Starr 
look-alike contest in Dubrovnik, 
Chairman Arafat could not be reach- 
ed for comment. 



Top Arafat aide Abu Fuad con- 
firmed that Arafat would have to 
resign from his position in the PLO: 
"I can't help but feel betrayed. I'm 
sorry, I just feel hurt. I gave that man 
the best years of my life." 

Although some Israelis reacted 
angrily to the revelation, many 
adopted a philosophical attitude. 
"What the hell, right? It keeps life 
interesting. Besides, it's a free coun- 
try," said Yves Jean-Michel de la 
Cfite-en-Braie Stein, a butcher in 
Jerusalem. 

Arafat's chances in the next elec- 
tions are estimated by experts to be 
very good, especially after his guest 
appearance on Dynasty, where he ap- 
peared clean-shaven opposite Linda 
Evans. In addition, a recent flurry of 
conversions to Judaism by Palesti- 
nians, to whom the Law of Return 
now applies, makes Arafat's victory 
almost certain. 

Rabbi Moshe Mensch, who con- 
verted the Palestinians, remains in 
hiding and could not be reached for 
comment*.
